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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claim 1 is currently amended, Claims 2-5 are as previously presented and Claims 6-16 
are cancelled. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 5/18/09 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In Claim 1, it is not clear where the first incidence of oxygen is injected, whether it is 
injected into the reducing gas stream or in the fluidized bed. 
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Claim 1 recites the limitation "the heated reducing gas that passes through the dispersing 
plate" in lines 25 and 26. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The examiner notes in Claim 1 that the second incidence of oxygen injection occurs at 
the dispersing plate, but it is not clear how the reducing gas is further heated. 

Claims dependent upon any of the above are likewise rejected under this statute. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/18/09 with respect to the claims have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims under 35 USC 103 has been withdrawn. 
However, note the new ground of rejection under 35 USC 1 12 supra. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Kepplinger et al, cited in the previous office action, teaches combusting with oxygen and 
controlling the temperature of the reducing gas before it enters the fluidized bed reactors. 
Hirayama et al (US 6,350,288 Bl) and Katayama et al (US 5,266,277) teach a fluidizing gas 
dispersing mechanism for a fluidized bed (abstracts). However, the cited prior art does not 
disclose or suggest injecting oxygen into the reducing gas at the dispersing mechanism as 
claimed. Shimizu et al (US 6,418,866 Bl) teaches operating a fluidized bed incinerator with 
dispersion devices through which fluidizing gases are injected (column 1, lines 48-50). Air is 
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injected to disperse the fluidizing gas (column 14, lines 41-43). However, Shimizu et al does not 
teach using the air to heat the fluidizing gas and does not teach a reducing gas.
